ment. It has been dedicated to the 
people of the world.by its discov- 
erers, and is now available to any 
reputable .physician. 
Diabetes, although it takes toll 


among all walks of life and at all 
agss, is particularly deadly in the 
cases of children, according to Dr. 
Greeley. A growing child in whom 
the malady has gained a start," has 
little chance even to live. 


Besides the 14-year-old girl who 


was brought out of a coma by the 
use of insulin, several other chil- 
dren have been saved fay Dr. Gree- 
ley's use of insulin when death 
threatened. 
The children were taken to hos- 


l/itals, emaciated and faint as a 
result of the disease. All respond- 
ed fjuickly to the treatment . and 
are now gaining in weight and vig- 
or, and growing like any 
other 


child. 


To Instruct physicians. 


Physicans of Wisconsin will be 


instructed in the use of th« new 
treatment by Dr. Greeley at the 
Madison General hospital at two 
sessions. One will be held July IS 
to 22 and the other Aug. 5 to 12. 
Dr. Greeley will explain the best 
application of insulin, and its ef- 
fects. 
The instructions are spon- 


sored by the General hospital, and 
are open to all state medical men. 


Diabetes has doubled in the num- 


ber of cases in the course of the 
last 20 years. Dr, Greeley said: 


"Too 
much food and too 
little 


work are the primary causes of 
diabetes," said Dr. Greeley. 
"The 


people of the United States 
are 


too prosperous for 
their 
health. 


When people have suffered a short- 
age and' have been forced to put 
forth extra efforts, as were those 
of Berlin during tho war, the num- 
ber of diabetes cases has showed 
marked reduction. 


"Diabetes is a condition caused 


by the absence of juices formed by 
the pancreas which are essential 
to the absorption of carbohydrates, 
without these substances, the sys- 
tem rejects the necessary carbo- 
hydratss and they are passed 
through a sieve. 


"When these functions are im- 


paired or lost, the only, hope is 
that of arresting the disease. 
In 


mild cases, this can be done 
by 


diet. In the others, insulin is the 
recourse."-

Quebec is essentially a city of 


monuments. Every old house and 
church is wreathed in historical 
lore and legend and many modern 
buildings occupy Damons sites. As 
the years pass by, the number^ of 
bronze 
and 
marble 
memorials 


raised in honor of men who were 
dominating characters in the early 
life of the city and province as well 
as to military heroes, grows apace. 


For over a century Quebec was 


almost constantly a battle-ground 
un which a British-French duel was 
fought. Here was endured the long 
agony of the Iroqcois Indian war- 
fare- here were staged the sieges 
of Admiral Kirk in 1629 and of Sir 
William Pbrps in 1C90. But the 
gruiitest battle fought over these 
historic clifTs was that of the Plains 
of Abraham when the British Gen- 
eral Wolfe stealthily scaled the snp- 
posedly impregnabla walls of the 


French stronghold with 3,000 men 
and won a lasting victory for Brit- 
ish arms. Both Wolfe and Mont- 
calm, the French leader, met their 
deaths through this battle. 
That 


the victory was one of more than 
military prestige is proclaimed by 
the stately shaft that stands in the 
Governor's Garden above Duffenn 
Terrace between the Citadel and 
Chateau Frontenac, and which was 
raised to the memory of these two 
heroes. 
However, 
not 
only 
military 


achievements are associated with 
the Plains of Abraham, but they 
remind as of Abraham Martin, the 
first Canadian Scotsman ar.d the 
first St. Lawrence River pilot, who 
received this ground as a grant 
from Champlain, the founder of 
Quebec. Although a Scot by birth, 
Martin was born in France, and ac- 
cepting the land from his govern- 
ment, redeemed it from the wilder- 


ness, 
practised 
carpentry 
Mid 
taught himself to navigate the St. 
Lawrence River, thus making tom- 
ttelf the first and most valuable 
pilot on the rivet, up and down 
which passed all traffic between-- 
New France and Europe. 
Besides the Wolfe - Montcalm 


monttment there is a fine one to 
Wolfe, another to Champlain stand- 
ing on a prominent site with the 
whole city spread about its foun- 
der- and still another fine memorial 
to Queen Victoria. Other memori- 
als a^-e scattered about the city's 
outskirts, including one to Jacques 
Cartier, the discoverer of Canada; 
and a 65-foot fluted bronze column 
bearing on opposite sides the names 
of Murray and de Levis and the 
arms of the British and French. 


Every foot of grounc in this 


ancient capital is historic ground; 
the Post Office stands on the site of 
an Indian Fort built in 1649: the 
Roman 
Catholic 
Seminary 
and 


Laval University occupy the farm 
of Louis Hebert, the land of which 
he cleared and on which he built 
the first house in Quebec, while the 
towering Chateau Frontenac rises 
above the ashes of Chateau St. 
Louis, colonial headquarters for 200 
years, part of the 
foundation 
stones of the old structure being 
included in today's modern hoteL

1 ARR'EN HARDING has, as he puts 


it, ."revealed the hopeful anticipa- 


tions of my mind and the trustful 
longings of my heart". That is just 
about what his speech-making and his 
statesmanship amount to. 
Unfortu- 


nately, trustful longings do not get a man 
or a nation very far. Mr. Harding's 
longings seem to direct themselves chief- 
ly to a- pathetic desire to please every- 
body. In Kansas, old home of prohibi- 
tion, he catered to the dries; in St. Louis,' 
"where wet Germans abound,- he was 
silent on the liquor issue, 'paying a

For anybody with a statesmanlike knowledge, 
of American history knows that Americans of 
German birth or extraction have, ever since 
the time when the "High-Dutch" governor of 
Nieuw Amsterdam, Peter Minnewit, ruled that 
"Dutch" colony, governed their political ac- 
tion exclusively by American standards and 
have in no single case allowed influences em- 
anating either from the German government or 
the public opinion of the people of Germany 
to influence their judgment regarding our own 
affairs. So that cannot be th-e meaning of 'Sen- 
ator Lenroot, who worjd not be senator unless 
he understood the character of his constitu- 
ency. What then can he mean? 


It is almost equally impossible that by "pro- 


German" he means a feeling of sympathy with 
the sufferings of the German people during 
and since tihe World war. 
Nobody has ever 


charged the senator with -being an inhuman 
and cruel monster delighting in the starvation 
of little children or the outraging of women by 
savages and 
semi-barbarians 
from 
Africa. 


This sense of "pro-German" being also out of 
the question, tihe only meaning one can find in 
his phrase seer*; to be that a pro-German is 
one who before the entry of the United States 
into the World war found his sympathies . as 
well as his judgm-ent engaged on the side of 
the Central Powers, and who disapproved of 
President Wilson's policy 
of 
dragging this 


country 
to the aid of tihe Allies when they 


seemed to be completely crushed 'by their foes. 
If such are tihe "pro-Germans" whose approval 
in Senator Lenroot's view, classes a public 
man with those who "seek to 
divide 
race 


against race," a most emphatic protest on the 
part of every well-wisher of the United States 
is in order. True, there was and is a very large 
body of loyal Americans whose sympathies 
and patriotic judgment sided with the Central 
Powers, and who disapproved -of any partici- 
pation of this country in the world conflict. So 
far as this -body of Americans -was of German 
blood it was undoubtedly influenced by the fact: 
Such men and women would have teen very 
poor Americans had they felt otherwise, for 
they would have been lacking in one of the pri- 
mary qualities that constitute manhood 
and 


womanhood. It happened, however, that in ad- 
dition to their natoral sympathies their judg- 
ment also m-ado them see that the interests 
and the honor of America demanded the strict- 
est neutrality 'such as the Wlils-on administra- 
tion did not observe even a single day after the 
outbreak of the World war. Many of these 
Americans were able to read the German lan- 
guage; many also had by that 'means learned 
something about the history and conditions of- 
Ewrope without the British -distortions .that 
have crept into American textbooks and col- 
lege courses. Finally, they had an opportunity 
to learn both sides of the issue, because many 
were able to read 
in the 
German-language 


press of this country what the people of Ger- 
many had to say for themselves. So it came 
about that this element of our people could 
form a judgment much more nearly correct 
regarding the true interests -of this country,, 
than those who had no better information than 
the -propaganda of the Allies and their Ameri- 
can dupes.

Federal Heserye 'board, and persuade it to ex- 
tend its loans .to the manufacturer and busi- 
ness man, and to demand payment of -the farm- 
ers' notes. This was wrong, very wrong, and 
resulted in untold losses to small farmers and 
to young farmers. No one can hear of the hard 
working farmers who went in debt for farms 
at war prices, and who have since lost them on 
foreclosure, -because they could not meet their 
interest, without understanding to a great ex- 
tent the present discontent of the farmer and 
his present political attitude. 
Those of our 


towns-men who were so surprised at the result 
of the last election would have known the result 
in advance had their ears been to the ground. 
The man who lost his farm because his crop 
did not bring money enough to pay his inter- 
est, after the abrupt deflation due to called'ru- 
ral loans, could figure out that those same 
crops at slightly over half 
the war 
prices 


worild have paid his interest handily. When he 
sees the men of our country in other lines of 
endeavor, successfully guiding their businesses 
through the storm, thanks to the protection of 
the Federal Reserve Board and the extension 
of their loans, he naturally will not feel kind- 
ly to' the political powers that permitted this 
discrimination. The Wisconsin farmer who pays 
from 21 -to 30 percent of his annual gross in- 
come as taxes, and reads of 
gre-at incomes 


from tax exempt bonds, is, bound to think of 
surtaxes on incomes. yVnd if shrewd stalwart 
manipvilators can magnify petty differences be- 
tween honest progressives, and play upon their 
petty jealousies and disappointed hopes 
for 


political preferment, to such an extent as to 
defeat several honest progressive efforts to- 
ward correction of the present unfair tax sit- 
uation, as they seem to 'have don-e this week in 
the legislatui-e, they are only. postponing 
the 


day of reckoning for themselves and their mas- 
ters. 


The farmer niiust have relief; and it is he 


upon whom we must depend, particularly in 
agricultural Wisconsin, for everything; for th-e 
food we eat and the business we do. A dollar
